N the mere recital of the facts 
of Lincoln's life tbere is little to 
account for his being the only 
American 
except 
Wnshlugton 


whose birthday has been made a na- 
tional holiday.- HI* origin was Eng- 
lish, as he descended from English 
Quakers who %-ttled In Pennsylvania. 
His own branch of the family v.-ent to 
Virginia, aud thence to Kentucky, In- 
diana and Jllinols. 
His birthplace,
